III. Claims 17-28, drawn to a method of providing a golf swing data to a golf 
by receiving golf swing data from a golf club and displaying the information 
onto a portable device, classified in class 473, subclass 222. 

IV. Claims 29-31 , drawn to golf club system comprising a golf club and a 
portable computer, classified in class 473, subclass 221 . 

V. Claims 32-34, drawn to a method of determining the face angle of a golf 
club, classified in class 242, subclass . 

VI. Claim 35-41 , drawn to a golf club comprising a gyroscope module, 
classified in class 473, subclass 257. 

VII. Claims 42-48, drawn to a golf club comprising a magnetic sensor module 
that sense the direction of the earth's magnetic field, classified in class 
473, subclass 238. 

VIII. Claims 49-60 (claims 55-60 are repeated claims of claims 49-54), drawn 
to a golf club comprising an array of electromagnetic sensors that receive 
electromagnetic radiation reflected from a golf ball, classified in class 473, 
subclass 240. 
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IX. Claims 61-65, drawn to a golf club comprising an array of ultra sound 

sensors that receive ultrasound waves reflected from a golf ball, classified 
in class 473, subclass 224. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the user interface for displaying 
golf swing performance information of a golfer does not require the specifics 
components comprised in the golf club (i.e. does not require the golf club head to be 
made out of wood). The subcombination has separate utility such as a stand-alone 
practice swing instrument. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
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claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.
